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ORDINANCE 2001- 024 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE 92-20, KNOWN AS THE UNIFIED LAND 
DEVELOPMENT CODE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AS FOLLOWS: ARTICLE 
15, TRAFFIC PERFORMANCE STANDARDS, TO REVISE DEFINITIONS AND 
REGULATIONS; PROVIDING FOR INTERPRETATION OF CAPTIONS; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 125, Florida Statutes, establishes the right and power of counties 
to provide for the health, welfare, and safety of the existing and future residents by 
enacting and enforcing land development and administrative regulations necessary for the 
protection of the public; and 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County Ordinance 92-20 provided for the adoption of the 
Unified Land Development Code on June 16, 1992, pursuant to Section 163.3202, Florida 
Statutes to further growth management requirements; and 


WHEREAS, Chapters 125 and 163, Florida Statutes, grant authority to the Board of 
County Commissioners to adopt and enforce land development regulations within the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County; and 


WHEREAS, current information and increased population require re-evaluation and 
adoption of updated development standards; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has mandated that County staff 
conduct periodic reviews of the Unified Land Development Code to evaluate its various 
provisions and propose amendments to resolve new or outstanding issues and comply with 
the Comprehensive Plan, State Statutes and federal law; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that it is in the best 
interest of public welfare to ensure developments are constructed and continuously 
operated in accordance with the Unified Land Development Code, conditions of approval 
and adequate public facilities; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that new 
development patterns should be accommodated by the Unified Land Development Code 
to respond to market demand, encourage economic development, provide incentive for 
redevelopment, and to utilize vacant or under-utilized buildings while maintaining the 
integrity of the zoning district through reasonable restrictions and development regulations; 
and 


WHEREAS, the revised provisions regarding Traffic Performance Standards further the 
goals and policies of the Board of County Commissioners; and, 


WHEREAS, the proposed amendments to the ULDC have been reviewed by the 
Citizens Task Force at public meetings and recommendations of the Citizens Task Force 
were forwarded to the Board of County Commissioners; and 


WHEREAS, the Citizens Task Force, sitting as the Land Development Regulation 
Commission, finds that this amendment to the Unified Land Development Code is 
consistent with the Comprehensive Plan; and

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WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners determines the proposed 
amendments will improve the procedures and standards of the Unified Land Development 
Code; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT: 


PART 1 The Unified Land Development Code of Palm Beach County is amended as 
follows: 


SUBPART 1, Section 15(I)B, Definitions, Traffic Performance Standards, Subsection 
2, Terms Herein, is amended to add and delete language as follows: 


PROJECT - A land use or group of land uses, or land development activity or activities, or 
amendment thereto, which require the issuance of a DEVELOPMENT ORDER(s). 


(A) For purposes of this Section, the following criteria shall be used to establish 
whether a particular land use or group of land uses, or land development activity 
or activities constitutes a single PROJECT subject to the standards of this 
Section: 


(1) Whether the subject property is contiguous to another parcel or parcels owned 
by the same person. Parcels separated by a R-O-W for an expressway, or a 
public canal easement or canal R-O-W more than one hundred forty feet (140') 
wide, shall not be considered contiguous unless a single application for a SITE 
SPECIFIC DEVELOPMENT ORDER covering such parcels is submitted by an 
APPLICANT. 


(2) Whether the contiguous parcels are subject to a unified plan of development in 
one or more of the following ways: 


(a) A unified plan of development shall be deemed to exist where the 
property proposed for development is or will be subject to a permit which 
also applies to contiguous parcels; such as, but not exclusive to, a 
surface water management permit from the South Florida Water 
Management District. If the permit covers some but not all contiguous 
parcels, those contiguous parcels covered by the permit shall be 
considered a single PROJECT; or 


(b) Shared facilities, such as, but not exclusive to, driveways, parking lots, 
drainage, recreational facilities, open space, or cable television shall 
indicate a single PROJECT to the extent those properties share facilities; 
or 


(c) Condominium documents or other property owners association 
documents covering the contiguous parcels or portion thereof, shall 
indicate a single PROJECT; or 


(d) A common architectural theme for various buildings shall indicate a 
unified plan of development. 


(B) Affiliated corporations, partnerships, or other business entities shall be deemed 
to be the same person. Affiliation shall exist where the same principals own a 
majority of the interest in the subject business entities.

Applicants shall submit documentation evidencing ownership of other property 
within five hundred feet (500'). This documentation shall be in a form approved 
by the County. 


Nothing herein shall prevent the development of a portion of a parcel owned by 
one person where no unified plan of development for the remainder of the 
parcel, or portion thereof, is evidenced. 


If the School District proposes to construct a school on property located within 
a PROJECT that has previously received a SITE SPECIFIC DEVELOPMENT 
ORDER, the school shall be considered a separate PROJECT for the purposes 
of reviewing the traffic impacts of the school under this Article. The overall traffic 
intensities of the PROJECT, however, will be reduced proportionate to the 
acreage of the PROJECT and the acreage of the school site. 


SUBPART 2, Section 15(I)D, Traffic Performance Standards, Table 1A, Test One Level 
of Service D, is amended to add and delete language as follows:

Reliance on Assured Road Construction. If a PROJECT is approved or 
phased based on ASSURED CONSTRUCTION, BUILDING PERMITS shall be 
granted for the phase or portion of the PROJECT approved based on the 
ASSURED CONSTRUCTION no sooner than the award of a contract by a 
governmental agency for the construction of the improvement, or 
commencement of construction, subject to the following: 


(1) If intersection improvements are required to meet Alternate Test 1 and there is 


a scheduled road construction project which would incorporate all or a portion 
of such intersection improvements, then the County Engineer, in his/her sole 
and exclusive discretion, may require payment for the cost of such intersection 
improvement provided all other requirements of the Traffic Performance 
Standards have been satisfied. In that event, upon receipt of the payment, 
BUILDING PERMITS shall be granted for a portion of the PROJECT which is 
phased to such intersection improvements. The payment shall be based on a 
certified engineering estimate accepted by the County Engineer. 


(2) If the ASSURED CONSTRUCTION is in the first three (3) years of the County's 


Five Year Road Program Ordinance as construction , or the first three (3) years 
of the Florida Department of Transportation's Adopted Work Program for 
construction, and was relied upon for the issuance of the SITE SPECIFIC 
DEVELOPMENT ORDER and the construction is subsequently deleted from the 
Palm Beach County Five Year Road Program Ordinance, or the Florida 
Department of Transportation’s Adopted Work Program, BUILDING PERMITS 
for development that was phased to that Assured construction shall be issued, 
but not sooner than the end of the fiscal year construction was to commence. 
For purposes of this paragraph, "deleted" shall mean the elimination of the 
construction project, the material reduction in the scope of construction work or 
funding thereof (as it affects the construction project), the postponement of the 
construction project for more than two years (one (1) year for PROJECTS 
approved prior to June 16, 1992) beyond the year the construction was originally 
programmed in the first three (3) years of the County's Five Year Road Program 
or the first three (3) years of the Florida Department of Transportation's 
Adopted Work Program. 


(3) Three year grace period. Not withstanding the requirements in this Subsection, 


a PROJECT may receive a building permit if the required roadway 
improvements are in the first 3 years of the County 5 Year Road Program, and 
the PROJECT is imone of the following geegraphie-areas: 


(a): located in the residential exception area per Transportation Element 
Policy 1.2-a; 
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d(b) located in the Glades communities, delineated as the areas in the 
Urban/Suburban Tier immediately east of Lake Okeechobee, and the 
areas with urban densities in the rural towns of Lake Harbor and Canal 
Point: 

(c) located in the Redevelopment and Revitalization Overlay; or 

(d) the PROJECT is a facility that is wholly owned and operated by State or 
local government, or a public or private school as defined in the 
Introduction and Administration Element of the Comprehensive Plan. 


(H) DRI. DEVELOPMENT ORDERS for a Development of Regional Impact (DRI) 
with a project buildout of more than five (5) years may meet Test One and 
Alternate Test One based on Development Order conditions that phase building 
permits to the commencement of ASSURED CONSTRUCTION for the first five 
years of the project and the construction of identified roadway links in the 2645 
2020 Plan Network beyond the first five years of the project. Any roadway 
improvement required beyond the first five years must be ASSURED 
CONSTRUCTION not less than three (3) years before the date that the roadway 
improvement is required. No building permits within the DRI that are phased to 
a roadway improvement may be issued until the roadway improvement that the 
building permits are phased to is under construction. ... 


SUBPART 4, Section 15(I)F, Modeling of Trips, Traffic Performance Standards, 
Subsection 1, Generally, is amended to add and delete language as follows: 


Subsection 1. Generally. 


The Department of Community Affairs in conjunction with the Florida Department 
of Transportation requires that all Traffic from both approved-built and approved- 
unbuilt Projects be "loaded" on the Major Thoroughfare system. This loading is done 
by the Model using the Modified 2948 2020 Plan. ... 


PART 2. CAPTIONS: The captions, section headings, and section designations used in 
this ordinance are intended for the convenience of users only and shall have no effect in 
the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance. 


PART 3. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: All local laws and ordinances applying to the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of any conflict. 


PART 4. SEVERABILITY: If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or 
void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 


PART 5. INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE: The provision of 
this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Unified Land Development Code 
of Palm Beach County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to “section,” 
“article,” or any other appropriate word. 
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PART 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
filing with the Department of State.
